A succession of such Prime Ministers has been gradually 
driving the State to its present mismanagement and corruption. The present Nizam 
is surrounded by intriguers, and most of the important posts are being filled by 
men more remarkable for their faculty of intrigue than for their intellectual 
superiority. He has also got about him a numberof Urdu poets—the detestable class 
of men who were the cause of the downfall of the Muhammadan rule in Oudh. He has 
lately been sanctioning frequent dismissals and appointments in his Government, 
which according to a philosopher are a certain indication of a declining kingdom. 

High-sounding titles have owed freely lavished on men who do not at all deserve 
them, and the people's money has been expended like water. A number of men of 
Upper India who, if they did no good to the State, yet did no harm, have bee 
expelled because they were outsiders. In short, the State is fast drifting to gros
